[X'li'J prison. The utifitnens of tho 
plm-c for the purpose is now conceded, 
after more than 1200,1100 have been ex- 
pended, ami it is Ncrinuslv proposed by 
sonic iiit-inln'm of thp leginlature to 
abandon llie .nito altogether, upon tho 
principle that it would be cheaper lor 
the Htate to Inac what it has already 
oxpeudcd than to go on sinking another 
half million in vain attempts to over- 
come the obstacles which nature has 
thrown in the way.
